The congress came after the reform process which lasted 
from January to April 2021. In this reform process, which 
was asked from by the organization, we decided to 
formulate a statute and to organize a congress. It was 
decided that a Politburo would be established, and that 
our official revealing in the public would happen. In the 
final meeting of the commission, a new commission was 
voted to organize the final procedures of the congress. 
Kuge, Kokkinos, and Posada were delegated to this final 
congress. The date of the congress was decided to be 11 


of September 2021. 


The candidates for Politburo were the following: Kuge, 
Sadr, Firaas, Stafa, Volker, Monokli, Posada, Kokkinos. 


The MAC members voted the following: Stafa: Kuge, 
Posada, Kokkinos Monokli: Sadr, Posada, Kokkinos 


Nyan: Sadr, Posada, Monokli Markovic: Kuge, Posada, 
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Sadr Kuqe: Posada, Kokkinos, Sadr Volker: Kokkinos, 
Kugqe, Monokli Firaas: Kuge, Sadr, Posada Kokkinos: 
Kuge, Sadr, Posada Popov: Kokkinos, Kugqe, Sadr 
Posada: Sadr, Kuge, Firaas

The First Politburo is therefore composed by Sadr, 
Posada, and Kuge. 


In the follow up, we procceded to vote for coordinators for 


each of the subgroups. The candidates for the 


coordinator position of the working group were Stafa and 


Monokli. 


The three rest of Working group members, Nyan, 
Markovic, and Popov, all voted for Monokli, thus Monokli 
is the Working group coordinator. 


Becuase virtually the majority of the Organizational pole 
entered into the Politburo, only two members remained in 
the Organizational pole, Kokkinos and Firaas. Thus, all 
members of the mac (Save Sadr and Volker who werent 
present) except themselves voted between these two. 


The results were the following 

For Firaas voted: Markovic and Posada 

For Kokkinos voted: Monokli, Stafa, Popov, and Kucqe. 
Nyan absented. 


Kokkinos will become the Organizational pole coordinator 
with 4 votes against 2 for Firaas. 


We followed up to read and approve the statues. 


STATUTES OF THE MAC 


STATUTES OF THE MAC (Marxist Anti-Imperialist 
Collective) 


These Statutes were formulated during the course of the 
meetings of the Reform Committee set up by the Marxist 
Anti-Imperialist Collective (which collective was un- 
officially founded in its starting form in November 9

2019) to reform the structure of the organization, and 
finaly, after two years of work, officialize its presence to 
the world. The meetings had span from January 1 to 
April 30 2021, and were held in a weekly basis. The RC 
was chaired by Martin Sadr till April, and later by 
Francesko U. Kuge till the end of April. Members of the 
RC were the following:

The Statutes determine the aims and character of the 
Marxist Anti-Imperialist Collective and the principles and 
rules on which it is structured, operates and acts. They 
define the rights, obligations, primary duties and rules of 
activity for the organization's members, sub- 
organizations and sub-groups and organs. 


To defend these principles in a conscious and resolute 
way and to observe and apply them strictly constitutes 
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the paramount duty of every organization member. This 
duty is identified with the defence of our organization's 
very existence and of the main conditions which is to 
conduct pro-communist, anti-imperialist propaganda on 
an international basis, with the aim of drawing in our 
work and influence the proletariat and the best elements 
of the intelligentsia to our cause. 


PRINCIPLES 


A)The MAC is a propaganda organization fighting for the 
interests of the proletariat. It is a revolutionary 
organisation of like-minded volunteers which aim is the 
propaganda of Communist and anti-imperialist ideology, 
of theoretical application of scientific socialism to today's 
problems and issues. The strategic goals of the the MAC 
are, first to expand its influence, its platforms, its organs, 
and secondly hopefully the creation of a multinational 
affiliation of proletariat revolutionary organizations, with, 
again hopefully, the aim of the creation of national 
parties. The above goals may take some time, but it is the 


strategic goals for our organization, especially in post- 
socialist nations were communist organization, parties, 
and propaganda organs and platforms hardly exist. 


The proletariat, the vehicle of socialist change, fighting in 
the front ranks of the struggle to break the nation from 
the chains of imperialism, is striving not only for its own 
liberation, but for the liberation of all working people. 


For these reasons, it is a historical necessity for anti- 
imperialist organizations to grow stronger in imperialized 
nations, and as imperialism is losing and the labour 
aristocracy diminishes, of the then former imperialist 
nations too. In order to win the struggle against 
imperialism, a revolutionary Party capable of guiding the 
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struggle of the proletariat for its vital interests and the 
construction of a new higher society, the communist one, 
is necessary. 


B) In its organization, functioning and activity to realise 
these aims, the Marxist Anti-Imperialist Collective is 
guided by the worldview of Marxism-Leninism, 
proletarian internationalism and anti-imperialism. In its 
current form, the organization is inspired by the first 
attempt in history at creating a multi-national 
communist propaganda and ideological organization with 
the higher aims of creating a multinational organization 
of National communist organizations / parties, the 
Communist Correspondence Committee (German: 
Kommunistisches Korrespondenz-Komitee). Our 
ideological inspirations are the communist revolutions 
and governments of the past, the ones of the Paris 
Commune (1871), the USSR, African, Asian, Latin 
American revolutions like Angola, Mongolia or the 
European Workers States like Albania, Romania, East 
Germany, Poland, Bulgaria e.t.c, but is not limited to 
that; our organization also observes and studies the 


developments of the remaining communist governments 
and worker states, like the one of China, Cuba, Vietnam, 
People's Democratic Republic of Korea (DPRK) e.t.c. Our 
Observation and inspiration is not only limited to 
explicitly communist movements, parties and 
governments, but also on non-explicit communist, 
marxist, or even non marxist/communist explicit 
proletariat movements. We also admire and study the 
bourgeoisie anti-imperialist revolutions, like the one of 
the KMT led against the imperialists in the past, its 
theorist, Sun-Yat Sen, the June revolutionaries of 
Albania, the struggle of the Libyan Arab Jamarihiya, and 
countless other historical examples. We arent focused 
just on the past, we also observe the current anti- 
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imperialist movements, the struggle of the Belarusian 
people against imperialism lead by president Alexander 
Lukashenka, the struggle of the Mestizo and Arab 
nationalists against imperialism (Baath, Bolivarianism), 
the Russian national bourgeoisie struggle against EU- 
NATO hegemony and countless other past and modern 
examples. 


The MAC, based on its worldview and with the aim of 
developing it, studies the socio-economic and political 
developments of the realities in the national space of 
each country. On this basis, the basis of international 
and national reality and situation, it determines its 
strategy, tactics, lines. 


C) The organisational structure and operation of the 
MAC are determined by its aims and its revolutionary 
character. Its fundamental principle is democratic 
centralism. 

The consistent application of democratic centralism, in 
all its aspects, is necessary for the ideological, political 
and organizational unity of the organization, a necessary 


condition for it to achieve its goals. 


D) The MAC is founded on the principle of proletarian 
internationalism and anti-imperialism. It bases its 
internationalism on the common interests of the 
proletariat, and on the common necessity and goal from 
liberating the nations from the chains of imperialism. 

The MAC understands that since imperialism divided the 
world's nations in two parts, the imperialist, benefiting 
from the plunder, and the imperialized, suffering from 
this plunder, it is impossible to form on the current 
conditions a global all-proletariat front for the overthrown 
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of Capital. Thus, the mission of the members in 
imperialized nations is to push and formulate lines, to 
push back imperialism by all means 

possible, and for its members on imperialist nations to do 
everything they can to spread such lines at the best 
elements of the working class and intelligentsia in their 
country who see far ahead the death of imperialism, and 
thus, their future 'proletarization', and therefore organize 
on this basis to fight the imperialist system in their 
countries, both as a practical exercise of internationalism 
to their brethren who suffer by their own nation's 
plunder, and as a communist vanguard of their own 
nation, which sees far ahead that the only way for 
progress is the death of imperialism and capitalism, even 
if it means a temporary ‘worsening’ of conditions for their 
native working class by the loss of imperialist plunder. In 
more concrete terms, the strategic goals of the 
revolutionaries of the imperialized nations need to 
organize all anti-imperialist forces and classes in their 
nations, even the national anti-imperialist bourgeoisie if 
it exists, struggle to put the proletariat as head of this 
struggle, break the nation from the chains of imperialism 
and compradorship in a proletariat revolution. In this 
struggle, the revolutionaries will be allied to the best 
elements of the imperialist nations, who in their own turn 


will seek to organize their native proletariat which keeps 
falling back from the labour aristocratic status due to the 
victories of the anti-imperialist forces in the imperialized 
nations. 


The MAC identifies fascism as nothing more than the 
various ideological manifestations of the imperialist 
forces in different stages of their developement. 


Therefore, imperialism is nothing more than the base of 
fascism, and fascism nothing more than the 
superstructure of imperialism. The MAC will do 
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everything to expose the essence of fascism whenever 
they see it, to fight them by all means, since they 
understand the unbreakable relation between fascism 
and imperialism. The MAC understands that real 
nationalism is nothing more than the desire to push the 
cosmopolitan by nature class of bourgeoisie out of power, 
to destroy capitalism and to build communism, and to 
save the nation from the chains of imperialism. A real 
nationalist understands that real internationalism, 
proletarian internationalism, can really become reality 
and not a snare only if we speak about independent 
nations. The basis of internationalism are independent 
nations. 


THE STRUCTURE AND THE SUBGROUPS 


The MAC internal organization is structured on a 
pyramid format, consisted of multiple sub groups: 
Politburo at the top, coordinators bellow the politburo, 
two poles, Working group and Operational pole who set 
on equal footing, bellow WG and OP are the transitional 
members and absents. All of the above are part of the 
organization. Outside of the MAC there is another specific 
group of people, the "representatives" who also mod our 


subreddits at the moment, and who are composed from 
our followers and readers, and who are a link of our 
readers and us. The current Organs of the MAC are the 
following subreddits: r/EuropeanSocialists, 
r/AsianSocialists, r/AmericasSocialists. All members of 
MAC need to follow the lines and rules of the said 
subreddits when writing there. 


STATUTE OF THE MAC 


The MAC passes the slogans, administrates, ideologically 
leads and presents its lines and writings though the 
organs. The MAC is in essence the administrative and 
leading body of the organs. The MAC internally is 
structured in a pyramid format, which has the following 
structuration: 


Politburo at the top, bellow the Politburo the 
coordinators, and bellow the coordinators the two 
respective subgroups, operational pole and writing group. 
Bellow these subgroups there is a large subgroup, 
consisted of transitional members (new members) and 
absents. 


The MAC works on the basis of democratic centralism: Its 
principle is internal debate, unity in action. The MAC 
holds a general meeting twice per month (every two 
weeks), exception being a decision to postpone it or not 
hold it for said time period , or if the PB calls to hold 
more than two for a specific issue, upon review and 
decision of the PB, and a general congress once per 6 
months. 


The way of entrance in the MAC of new members needs 


the approval of the Politburo. New members are required 
to present their full name to the PB (and the PB can't tell 
their name to anyone else), nationality, occupation. The 
PB or the MAC has no right to disclose the real name of 
their comrades in open, doing so will be subjected to 
expulsion from the organization. The newer members of 
the MAC need to present a nickname for the public 
declarations and works. 


The leading group of the MAC is the Politburo.

REGARDING THE MODS OF THE SUBS 


The mods may present the main recruitment pool for the 
MAC. The mods need to be approved by the MAC to be 
allowed a say in the general votings. Their rights and 
obligations consists of the following: having the obligation 
to vote on lines and rules e.t.c, lines and rules which will 
be practiced and followed by everyone, including the MAC 
inside the platforms. Without the Representatives 
approval, no line can pass in the organization's current 
organs, the three subreddits. The mods have the right to 
attend the general congress, to share their views, to 
share their demands, complaints, e.t.c, but have no 
voting power in the Congress. The mods have the right to 
propose themselves for MAC membership, and if their 
proposal is ignored the MAC has the commitment to 
explain why. 


The Obligation of the mods is to appear when called, be it 
for votings or other assignments. If the representatives 
fail to appear three times in a row when called, without 
having contacted the MAC previously to inform them on 
their unavailability for a certain period of time, then they 
will be removed from the organization on the grounds of 


inactivity. 


When the mods apply for the position, they need to report 
their nationality/residence, ideological inclination, and 
approval to work within the borders of democratic 
centralism. 


STATUTE OF THE POLITBURO 


The politburo is the leading group of the MAC. The 
obligations of the politburo are the day to day decisions 
for all organs, enforcing the rules within the MAC, 
provide the lines, decide and plan on alliances and 
contacts with other groups, sites, parties, decide the 
announcements, recruitments, general votings, keep in 
mind the demands of the rest of the MAC by the contacts 
with the coordinators (who will spread the demands of 
their teams to the politburo), organize the general 
meetings and congresses, enforce discipline in the MAC 
and the mods/representatives, organize/plan general 
plans and campaigns far ahead e.t.c. 


This of course does not mean that the PB is the only 
group which makes lines and the line. By the link with 
the coordinators, the coordinators will give to the 
politburo any demand, proposal e.t.c made by their 
groups for the PB to consider. 


The representatives /mods too can make proposal to the 
PB for lines to be adopted. The PB is voted by the whole 
MAC during the general congress. The PB applies roles to 
its members itself if there is need to, independently from 
the rest of the MAC for the sake of efficiency and to limit 
bureaucracy. 


The PB needs to present to each general meeting a report 
of its activities to the MAC. The PB minimum 
membership is 3 people and there needs to always be an 
odd number. 


The maximum members of the politburo should not 
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exceed 25% of the MAC members, with no specific 
maximum number of members in general (for example 11 
or 13). This for example means the following: If the MAC 
members are 20, the PB members should not exceed 5 
members. The PB decides when to open positions for it, 
but the MAC members may pressure it to open positions. 
Nonetheless, it is the PB which has the final word. 


STATUTE OF THE COORDINATORS 


The coordinator is the link between the politburo and the 
groups. The coordinator has the obligation to coordinate, 
administrate, make the plans for their respective groups. 
The main domain of the PB is internal matters and 
organs of the MAC. The have the final say in other 
domains but their main domain is the internal. 


One of the biggest obligations of the coordinators is to 
write a detailed report, to make a report and keep editing 
it daily on the new developments, assignments, activity of 
their group. By the end of month and by the general 
meeting, the Coordinator presents the report to the PB, 
the irregularities e.t.c, and also formulates the 
percentage of activity for their group's members for this 
month by points. The coordinators have the right to 
attend politburo meetings, call on meeting the politburo, 
but has no voting power. The Coordinator also presents 
the demands, proposals, e.t.c of their team to the meeting 
with the PB, so the PB can weight and consider the 
needs, demands, complains of the MAC e.t.c 


In case of PB considering expulsion of MAC members, the 
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Coordinator of the specific member has the right to 
attend the meeting and present the case in opinion of 
their member. On general cases (inactivity, internal 
issues of the group e.t.c) the PB has no right to consider 
for expulsion anyone without contacting the coordinator 
first. Nonetheless, the final decision lies on the PB. 


The Coordinator is appointed by their respective groups 
during the general congress. The coordinators need to 
organize their group's meetings, and coordinate activity 
between themselves (the OP coordinator organizing work 
with the WG coordinator). 


STATUTE OF THE OPERATIONAL POLE 


The operational pole is the team whose purpose is to help 
in the administration and the moderation of our current 
organs. The main domain of the OP is the external organs 
of the MAC, i.e moderating the subreddits. The final say 
regardless falls to PB if the issue arrises. 


The members of the operational pole are on equal footing 
with the WG members, but they are administrated and 
commanded by their coordinator. 


The obligations of the operational pole are the following: 


1) To attend the general meetings once per month, their 
specific meetings if held, complete assignments, 
crosspostings, e.t.c. 


2) To report daily when they will be available for at least 


two hours. Example: OP member A comes in 17:00 and 
reports that they are available for crosspostings, 
moderation of the organ e.t.c. If they report that in 19:00 
UTC they are unavailable, they would be within what 
would called a day of activity. In this time they also need 
to check the new posts of the platform and comments to 
see if they will be breaking any rules. The OP also needs 
to see the situation of a thread, and stick a comment 
with either the description of our line, or works made by 
the MAC speaking about the specific issue. The OP needs 
to report in detail the actions they have undertaken, 
moderation, removal of comments, bans, warnings, 
crosspostings. 


The activity for the OP is counted with the 20% being the 
minimum to be called active, and with every 
crossposting, presention in meetings, daily availability, 
and assignments counting for one point. Thus, if we 
suppose that the assignments for a month for the OP to 
be just the daily attendance of two hours, the members 
needs to have done at least 6 points to be called an active 
month. If the points 5 or less then the month is called 
inactive. 


A special channel will be made (in the future we may 
need a spreadsheet) where the OP members will make 
their reports daily for attendance and crosspostings or 
bans e.t.c, for the coordinator to gather daily. 


STATUTE FOR WORKING GROUP 


The working group is the team whose purpose is to create 
content for our organ, to spread our message and to 
spread the news from our countries and theoretical 


works and articulations to our readers. The members of 
the working group are on equal footing with the OP 
members, but they are administrated and commanded by 
their coordinator. 


The obligations of the Working group are the following: To 
attend the general meetings once per month, their 
specific meetings held once per week, complete 
assignments, and to write 10 articles per month (they can 
write more if they want). 


The Working group is administrated by the Coordinator. 
The activity for the working group is counted with the 
20% being the minimum to be called active, and with 
every article, presention in meetings, and assignments 
counting for one point. Thus, if we suppose to have a 
combination of 5 meetings per month, and 10 articles, 
and 5 assignments, we speak about 20 points. The 
members needs to have done at least 5 points (be it in 
the form of attending all meetings, or writing 5 articles) to 
be called an 

active month. If the points are less than 5 then the 
month 

is called inactive. 


WG members should report to their WG chat if they are 
to post something, or at least report it briefly after they 
post it. 


STATUTE OF NEW MEMBERS 


1? 


The new members of the MAC have one month from the 
point they enter the MAC as a 'trial' before they join any 
group. After this month they need to decide which group 
to join. They are full MAC members, but they can't vote 
in their first general meeting. Thus, they can start having 
voting power only after they attend one general meeting. 
The politburo can artificially block entrance to one 
specific group if the group's number are too 


unproportional, or if there is necessity (or lack of it) in 
either of the poles. 


New members will be proposed and discussed and 
decided whether to be accepted in the general meeting 
held twice per month. The MAC will vote on potential 
MAC members as a whole. 


CONCEPT OF INACTIVITY 


What counts as inactivity: Doing less than 1/5 or 20% of 
the work assigned. Furthermore, the MAC recognizes two 
kinds of inactivity: justified and unjustified inactivity. 1) 
Justified inactivity: The member has contacted us and we 
know they are alive and well, and they have stated a 
reason why they need to be inactive 


2)Unjustified inactivity: We dont know where the 
members is, they has not contacted 


Time spam of inactivity: 


The member can be inactive in the span of a year for 4 
months, justified or unjustified. By this, we mean 120 
days, which can be split in the span of the whole year. 
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The measurement of inactivity for the different groups is 
counted on a different basis. This is because the Working 
group does not work daily directly, while the OP has daily 
direct assignments. Time spam for inactivity per kind of 
inactivity: 


Justified: No change (4 months/120 days in total) 
Unjustified: 1 month/30 days continued without sign of 
life. 


The ones who enforce the expulsion and removal from 
the MAC due to grounds of Inactivity is the politburo. The 
politburo has the right to review the case the on its 
judgement allow for more time for unjustified or justified 
inactivity. This should be limited to a few days, and 1 
month at maximum. The politburo needs to present its 
case and report this in the general meeting to the whole 
MAC. 


Removed members due to inactivity can readmitted upon 
contact and upon approval from the Politburo. The 
politburo reviews the case and it falls in its judgement to 
readmitte any potential member who was removed for 
inactivity but wants to return. The politburo presents its 
case and argument for its decisions on the general 
meeting to the whole MAC. 


The coordinator of the MAC member in question can be 
present in the meeting or removal and give their opinions 
to the PB. 


Time span of activity counting on the groups is the 
following: PB needs at least 67% of the days per month of 
activity for the month to be called active. Less than 67% 
of the days counts as an inactive month. 


Important to note, is how inactivity counting works. It 
works by points. The coordinator gathers the mandatory 
points (articles, attendance to meetings, daily availability, 
crosspostings e.t.c), and the assignments if any. If we 
suppose the following scenario, where there are no 
assignments out of the ordinary, just the mandatory 
work. 


Working group members have a sum of 15 points per 
month (5 meetings, 10 articles) to fulfil (if there are no 


special requests by PB). They need 3 points in this regard 
(example, 2 articles one meeting, or 3 articles e.t.c). 


Operational pole members have the sum of 35 points (5 
meetings, 30 days of activity) (if there are no special 
requests by PB). They need therefore to have at least 7 
points to be called active. 


PB and OP will be counted regarding their activity in UTC 
time in the reports. For example, if a X PB member 
reports active in 01:00 EEST time 10 January (in their 
country) this will be reported for 22:00 UTC time for 9 
January. Same for OP. 


ORGANS 


A)The current organ of the MAC are the 
r/EuropeanSocialists, r/AmericasSocialists, 
r/AsianSocialists subreddits. By the use of this organs 
the MAC spreads its message and propaganda to its 
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readers. The subreddits are administrated by the PB 
and the OP. 

It is not their obligation, but all MAC members in 
general have the right to moderate the subs, regardless 
of if they are in OP, WP, or some other role that we will 
create in the future. This include transitional (new) 
members. Non the less, the final word lies to the PB, 
and then the OP. All need to follow OP's commands, 
and OP follows PB. 


B)For our communication, the main organ is discord. 
The MAC discord is administrated by the politburo. The 
MAC discord is divided in the following channels: A 
general chat, viewed by both the MAC and the new, 
transitional members, and various others commissions 
and channels for the groups. 


Rights of access to channels by the MAC: 


1) Politburo: PB channel, non-role specific 
channels, Activity channel, OP-WG channel. 


2) Coordinators: Their respective channels, non-role 
specific channels, Activity channel, PB channel. 

3) Groups members: Their respective channels, non- 
role specific channels, Activity channel, sub-group 
channels. 

4) New members: Only non-role specific 


channels The channels of the discord are the 
following: 


1)announcements 2) 
General chat 3) 
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Content creation pole 
4)Operational pole 5) 
Reunion chat 

6)Of 

topic 7) 

Reports 

8) 

Activity 

9)PB 


More may be created in the future. 


C)The general congress is the highest organ of the 
MAC. The congress is organized by the PB. In it, each 
group and member may present a full report over their 
activities, demands, complaints e.t.c. In the congress 
voting power have only MAC members. Mods and 
friends of the MAC have the right to attend, but have 
no voting power, only advisory status. In this congress 
the PB and coordinators are decided once again. The 
congress may be conducted in the span of several 
meetings, a week, even a month, depending on the 
volume of the work needed. 


D)The general meeting is twice per month. All MAC 
members have the right to attend and have voting 


powers, except the newcomers who need to attend one 
time before having voting powers. Each subgroup also 
does a meeting once per week, organized by their 
coordinator if is need so. A meeting must be reported, 
and counted as a point and required point if not 
attended. If the coordinator does not want to for some 
reason to hold a meeting, they need to report it to the 
PB. 
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Also in the general meetings we discuss about the 
recruitment of new MAC members. In this meeting 
members can also change subgroup if they wish and if 
the PB has not blocked entrance to any subgroup 
artificially. 


E)The general votings are held upon the decision of the 
PB to adopt lines, rules, and other things the PB 
deems necessary to adopt through general vote. MAC 
members and mods have voting powers in regards to 
lines specific to the subreddits.

ADDRESSES 


Address by Martin Sadr 


First of all, I want to thank everyone who is, has or will 
be working within our ranks, for they and they only 
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are what make our initiative so succesful, from the 
simple posters or commenters, to all the modteam 

and all MAC members. It is only thanks to all this hard 
work that our organization has developed this much, 
and it is only by continuously increasing the amount of 
work and of organization deployed that we will keep 
growing and getting better. 


To say that the task awaiting us is hard isa 
euphemism, and to say that the path we'll have to goes 
by will be sinuous would be almost criminal. The 
struggle is double, practical and theoretical, and 
consist in facing 

two enemies, one from our left, and one from our right. 
In both cases, the main task of all our 

members is to keep organizing themselves, always 
further. This is the true meaning of the reform process 
that we spent the last year working on, at the path of 
one reunion a week, to one twice per month, and that’s 
what we’re here today to endorse collectively. 

We are not backed by any organization whatsoever, 
and our independency is both our strength and our 
weakness. We are the first ever, as far as I know, to 
officially and successfully deploy such a democratic 
centralist structural effort, to organize a transnational 
team in order to produce online propaganda and 
diffuse and defend it. Nowhere else there’s a 

similar organization doing what we’re doing, and 

what we are doing today, is the embryo of 

something bigger. The actual situation we’re in is 
more than troubled. 

Between the rise of fascism all around Europe, the 
profound tendency of the European left to collide with 


capitalists, the lack of a communist a superpower 

to back us up, and the deep, deep crisis that neoliberal 
regimes are on or will be undergoing following the 
covid crisis, the situation is about to explode, and we 
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need to be prepare to show a united face in the 
incoming struggle we'll all have to take part in. This is 
the also the meaning of this reform process, and 

why we’re here gathered today. 


We can not afford to slow down, or be disorganized, and 
the discipline of each of us should only keep 

increasing for months and months to come, and the 
only way to do so, is to keep increasing the level of 
organization, to further its root deeper in each one of us. 
We can not afford to be shaken, we can not 

afford neither to have an incorrect theoretical analysis 
on the phenomena ongoing in the world, and to 

do so, we will need to always be more and more 
prepared, more and more organized. 

For this process of self-organization is the unic way to 
train ourselves to Leninism, to be Leninist to its 

full extent. The whole idea behind the MAC and the 
organs is to promote Democratic Centralism in 
practice, to make it the “Great Organizer”, in whom 
everyone will become more and more ready for the 
struggle, and this only thanks to the effort everyone 
does to make this initiative not only real, but effective. 


Comrades, I genuinely believe that what we’ve been 
doing this past two years, and what we’re doing 

today, can be a cornerstone and set up an example for 
others to organize themselves in practice like 

we're doing. It truly is a shame to see so-called 
Leninists not being of anymore value than anarchists, 
when they’re not directly worst. Even anarchists on 
reddit have democratic process of voting and electing, 
when most of our so-called Marxist-Leninist platform 
are run undemocratically by a bunch of people 


who never answer for anything they do, and who, 
moreover, doesn’t even work but are content with 
simple moderation tasks. At one point of time, they

could be replaced by a simple bot to do their mundane 
tasks, and this fact only should be enough to 

make everyone here today understand the 

importance of the ongoing process of reform. 


We can not afford to be unprepared, disorganized when 
the time will come, and believe me comrades, 

it will come, just like the sun rises from the East 
everyday, and this require the utmost level of 
organization, both practically and theoretically, and 
this is what we’ve been busy doing for the last two 
years, with great success. 


This is, comrades, the scope of what we’re doing today, 
and why we are all gathered for. To understand it to its 
full extent, and to understand why our organization has 
the form it actually has, I recommend everyone to read 
Lenin’ short work called: “Where to begin”, it’s very 
short yet very important reading in my humble opinion. 
I will conclude this few words by apologizing for not 
being able to be there today myself, and by thanking 
everyone for your dedication to the cause. If we had 
success in the past, it is nothing when compared with 
everything we will achieve together if we keep following 
the path we’re in. I wish everyone a good 1st congress of 
the MAC, and I also congratulate everyone for reaching 
8k members subscribers today! May this day be placed 
under the sign of success, and may no one ever forget 
the famous motto: 

“Workers of all countries, unite !” 


Address by J. Volker 


Brothers, what has transpired over the past year or so? 


Our organization has found itself under the collective 
brigade of nearly all the organizations who claim the red 
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banner. We have been consistently slandered, 
collectively boycotted, and at every turn attacked with 
intentional malice. 

We have found ourselves confronted by the organized 
and coordinated actions of splitters. Some of our 
accounts have been banned for voicing too honestly 
what the world’s working masses hold to be the obvious 
and undeniable truth. What are the results of this effort 
against us? It has proven itself to be a miserable failure. 
The sub has experienced as of yet unprecedented 
growth. 8,339 unique visitors in May of 2021; 

13,978 by June. By August? 24,852. We are growing 
exponentially. Assuming we keep up this rate, we 

could reasonable expect to have around 100,000 
byNovember. And it is not only mere glances: on July 
14, 153 people subscribed to our sub, out of the 

nearly 3,000 unique users that accessed it — 5% of all 
who visited that day were compelled and convinced by 
our work. August 

6 saw another 51 people subscribe, and the next day 
came 46 more. August 19 — 64 users. On September 2 — 
85 users. We presently have almost 8,000 subscribers. 
We are planting the seeds of revolutionary socialist 
thought and indestructible patriotism in a whole 
population. 8,000 living people have committed 
themselves in some small part to studying the teachings 
of Marx, Lenin, Stalin, and the leaders of today’s parties 
and organizations. Hence, we are producing 
revolutionary inter-nationalists at a great quantity. 
What is the source of this growth in the face of a 
concentrated effort against us? The source is that we 
have been consistently proven right and all our 
detractors have been consistently proven wrong. We 
may be a hard liquor that is difficult to swallow, but at 
least we are not a glass of foam: we have been 

proven right by the actions in Afghanistan, in 
China, in Belarus, and beyond. We have been cited as 
a source by teachers 
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of theory on other platforms. We have been 

the motive force the founding of a reading group in 
some city to study the works of revolutionary 
inter-nationalists as we have taught them. We have 
done something which I think can rightly be called 
unprecedented: we have brought out and brought 
together not only the advanced sections of working 
class folk in the imperialized nations, which is certainly 
no small task, and even the anomalous sections of the 
bourgeoisie and labor aristocracy in the imperialist 
nations, those elements which typically find best 
sanctuary among Maoists or Trotskyites on one end, 
Nazis on the other, and are promptly lost to the tides of 
cosmopolitan idealism. Hence, we are not only 
producing revolutionary inter-nationalists in great 
quantity, but of great quality as well. 

Since the beginning, our detractors have been 
extremely fond of labeling us fascists. It apparently 
provides them a sense of great comfort. In their minds, 
they have built a sanctuary safe from the outside world, 
from the undeniable fact that our sub is growing, that it 
brings out elements not seen anywhere else. What did 
these fact-fearing liberals do the minute American 
imperialism fled in shame from Afghanistan? Our 
detractors decried the twenty-year struggle, the 
incomprehensibly heroic actions of the Afghan peoples, 
many of whom have been raised in dirt and blood, as 
“fascistic”. They again called us “fascistic” for 
supporting the Afghan peoples in this regard. 

Well, if we and the Taliban are both “fascistic”, 
brothers, then it seems they hold us in the same 

regard as the Taliban. What an honor! If we were not 
required to decline this honor on principle, we would 
thank our detractors many times over for seeing us 
differently than these great warriors. 

But enough of what we have done — what is to be done? 
I think that Kuge has already summed up our future 
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goals nicely enough. But I want to add that the feelings 
of 


doubt, of anxious uncertainty, the tone of stressful 
worry, the whispers about whether or not those who 
said we would fail were right — these are quickly 
dying out, and the MAC is becoming reinvigorated 
with a mujahedeen’s spirit. This, I think, is undeniable, 
and will only persist as time presses on. If it is 
permissible for me to say so, I think the retreat ofa 
clique of certain splitters, who will not be named here, 
was the killing blow to this dying spirit of worry and 
uncertainty, to the discordant attitude of our 
organization. I think that, with the rapid growth and 
strengthening of our sub, this crew quickly found itself 
left without the liberal base that had apparently 
justified these, if I may be frank, cowardly attitudes. I 
will not dwell on this matter, but I think it is 
inarguable that when the splitters decried the rapid 
growth of our sub as a “sudden right-wing turn”, the 
point I make here was definitively proven. 

Lastly, it would be wrong if we did not credit Kuge for 
his tremendous work and guidance. It was only recently 
that I learned he was not the oldest member of our 
group. I mean absolutely no offense to anyone, no 
diminution of anybody’s role, when I say that I think 
Kuge has been the guiding force which has brought this 
organization so much success. If I may be so bold: I 
think there is only one fitting criticism I could give him, 
and this criticism is that, when the splitters conspired 
in secret to resign from our group, Kuge mistook this 
inevitable and inescapable point in our strengthening 
as a sign of dissolution and decay, of chaos and 
destruction, when in reality, it was the birth of our 
organization in its present state after the months we 
have fostered it in the womb. At last we have found 
something which may triumph over Kuge’s grasp 

of materialism: that is his modesty. 
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In conclusion, I believe we have a very productive 
future ahead of us. I think three or four months ago, if 
just one of the subs had been banned, this might have 
been 


enough to severely damage the morale of the 
organization. Now, in our last meeting, we talked of this 
prospect without much concern or worry at all. I believe 
that at this point, if all three subs were to be banned, it 
would leave only a minor to moderate effect on morale 
and in the end invigorate us even more to carry on our 
work. I think such a measure against us, which is 
always a possibility, would at this point only arouse 
from us the maxim — we ask for no mercy, and we will 
have no mercy. 


Brothers, we have done good work, and we will continue 
to do good work. Of this I am sure. 

We are proving ourselves more than idlers and 
chatterers. We are proving ourselves capable of the 
scientific application of dialectical-materialism in a 
way our detractors have proven themselves utterly 
incapable of. It is inevitable that with time, the words 
we say will find their way to the ears of true 
revolutionary workers across the world, and theory 
will be put into practice. For this reason, we must 
always keep up. 


To Stalin, to the MAC, and to all that has been taught to 
us and that we will teach to others. 


Address by Francesko Kuge 


Comrades. We have went thought a lot of struggle 
to arrive where we are today. I want to say a few 
words about MAC that many newer members dont 
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know. 

As a person, i was frustrated about the fact that the 
imperialist nation "communists" were ruling all over the 
internet. If one wants to be a serious person, he must 
understand that Internet plays a crucial role. The period 
of leaflets and posters glued in the streets and light 
poles is of course, not over. But a new front has been 
opened, and this is the internet. It is there that the 
bourgeoisie is able to wrestle supremacy immediately 
by simple 


multiplying their own propaganda, opinions, ideology 
e.t.c, in a place that they can artificially make 100 
pieces saying the same thing under a different site 
name, while we need to struggle, to volunteer to even 
manage to make one. The internet is therefore, more 
and more growing, and we can't afford to give even this 
one seat to the bourgeoisie. The internet is therefore, 
both a weapon of the bourgeoisie, but one of our allies 
too. Why? Because it is a way for us to connect without 
spending money to traveling procedures, and without 
the awkward feeling that a more or less shy person 
would get from meeting someone form another country. 
We can all connect and share opinions, and even 
organize propaganda 

campaigns and push our ideology to the population. Of 
course, it does not replace ground to ground 
organizations, but is an important aspect especially for 
ideological publications. 


As i said, i was frustrated on how one of the best 
platforms to do this interaction, Reddit, was essentially 
had its "left" subs rulled by a bunch of American 
degenerates, overtly fixated in the "science of the 
anus", and in reality thinking that the working masses, 
the real working masses, are a bunch of Hominidae. 
How quick they are to spread the word of the 
democratic party in local form for the non-americans

to see? Very quick. And i thought, that we need our 
own space. Thus, i created a subreddit by the name 
r/EuropeanSocialists wanting to connect us. 

Of course, i did nothing more than create the 
subreddit. Nothing else. Everything else was a work of 
a collective. Guided by Marxism-Leninism and 
democratic centralism, our collective had its first 
break when the liberalistic elements of our 
organization, the elements influenced too much by 
the Leftist Aristocracy, broke away due to our stance 
on the British inter-communist conflict over "identity 
politics". At the time, we were 6 

people. Me, Martin Sadr, Ivan Slovec, Portorevin, Odarin, 


and Stasi. We held this vote back in December 2019, 
just 3 months after the creation of the sub and 2 
months since me, Sadr and Stasi were making this 
collective a reality. We voted 4 against 2 to hold this 
line, and thus both Slovec and Stasi refused to accept 
this vote, and they split. They allied with the Leftist 
Aristocracy rulling reddit, the teams behind 
r/communism, r/socialism, r/moretankiechapo e.t.c, 
to essentially embargo us. r/Genzedong and 
r/informedtankie quickly followed, subs made by the 
same people. 

Anyways, Stasi and Slovec told us the following: With 
this line, you will die. 

Quite the contrary, it was our determination to be 
principled that leaded to our current success. The 
Leftist aristocracy hates us, the actual communists and 
workers who happen to be on reddit loves us. In short, 
we have achieved our aim: our enemies dont want us, 
our friends and the people whom we work for loves us 
and our message. 

Fast forward almost two years later and here we are, 
having a strong collective of different comrades from all 
over the world. Each one of us is their own product, but 
our common views on reality and our determination to 
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fight imperialism brought us together. 

This is for sure, a team that even if we are banned by 
everywhere, we will still keep fighting undeterred. The 
more the enemy attacks, the more we clench our teeth 
and push and push and push against the enemy. 
Comrades. There are hard times for us. The more 
reliable we become, the more we are pushed to write 
more and more about the events occurring in the world. 
We can say with a smile in the face, that both our 
Belarusian, Palestine, Russian, and Afghanistan 
campaigns were succesful. But the more volume 
appears, the more the need for new members emerges. 
In my opinion, since i am elected as a Politburo 
member, and this is for what i will push, this is the 
steps we need to work on till the next congress: 


1) Outsourcing out of reddit: This entails, making 
platforms to spread our word more widely. This could 
include but not limit itself to sites, blogspots, 
facebook, twitter, instagram, every single space we 
will be able to share our work 


2) Recruiting new members. As i said, the volume of 
work increases but our resources arent. We need to 
focus on getting at least 5 new members before the next 
congress. 5 members would be the very least; we need 
people. 5 is the minimum. If by January we havent 
recruited more, it will be a failure of our recruitment 
policy. Thus, i will personally, as PB member, push to 
put our resources 

into recruiting, even if it means a semi-pause towards 
our other work. We will make it our main goal to 
recruit 

and not write or cover extensively the events of the 
world. It would be a necessary pause. 


3) If all the rest are covered, we need to keep 
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working thought the commissions (Palestine, 
Russia, e.t.c) and make new ones to better cover the 
events of the world which arent covered by the big 
media, left or right. 


4) Get in touch with other groups and if possible, parties. 


5) Find ways to create a common fund to pay for 
host server if we make a site e.t.c 


6) Get to 10,000 subscribers in ES, and 5,000 for 
both AS and AsS. 


These comrades, are in my opinion the steps we should 
follow till the next congress. If at least half of these 
arent succeeded, i would consider this Politburo a 
failure. 

But i want to say something to our members; recently, 
there were many people who resigned. Some for what 
they claim to be, ideological reasons, some because 
they 


dont have time. This is completely natural, and dont be 
afraid. The more of a true collective we become, the 
more people who dont see it as fit to try to work one 
few hours per week (or who dont agree with our 
Marxist lines) for this collective will avoid our group. It 
is completely natural and healthy. Of course, i am not 
saying this out of spite for the comrades who resigned. 
They did work in their own ways, but they themselves 
said that time does not allow them to be part of the 
MAC anymore. We respect this, and we kiss them in 
both cheeks. But comrades, dont be afraid. We will 
struggle, there will be times we will be down and times 
we will be up. 


Before i close, i want to write down bellow a quote from 
Stalin from his work "The Political Strategy and Tactic of 
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the Russian Communists", written in 1921, exactly 100 
years ago. It seems so far, but is in fact so close. 


The agitation against the war that we conducted 
among the workers and soldiers at the beginning 
of 1917, under Kerensky, undoubtedly resulted in 
a tactical setback, for the masses dragged our 
speakers off the platforms, beat them up, and 
sometimes tore them limb from limb; instead of the 
masses being drawn into the Party, they drew 
away from it. But in spite of the tactical setback, 
this agitation brought nearer a big strategic 
success, for the masses soon realised that we were 
right in agitating against the war, and later this 
hastened and facilitated their going over to the 
side of the Party. Or again. The Comintern's 
demand for a dissociation from the Reformists and 
Centrists in conformity with the twenty-one 
conditions, undoubtedly involves a certain tactical 
setback for it deliberately reduces the number of 
"supporters" of the Comintern and temporarily 
weakens the latter; but it leads to a big strategic 
gain by ridding the Comintern of unreliable 
elements, which will 


undoubtedly strengthen the Comintern, will weld 
its ranks more closely, i.e., will enhance its power 
generally. 


Stalin was proved right. Indeed, it was under his policy 
that Communism became a reality and not what some 
people called a "peculiarity" of the vodka drinking 
Russians. 


This writing expresses exactly my feelings. Bolshevik 
agitators were tore limp by limp by the same people 
they shed blood for, and what do we risk? Worst case 
the imperialists deciding to ban us from their 
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platforms! As long as we are alive and united, we will 
figure out the way to make new platforms and new 
publications. 

Comrades, MAC will grow stronger in the long term. A 
month may look weaker than the previous one, but 
there are days where years happen, and thus it is 
inevitable that our committment can only lead us to be 
more and more relevant and sucesfull. The only way we 
can fall is if we dissolve oursleves, and if we do that, it 
will be a sign 

of our weakness and not the sign of our lines being 
wrong. 


The Mensheviks were not weak, they were simple put, 
wrong. They were the strongest for years, and then the 
small but princibled Bolsheviks overcame them. No one 
speaks of Mensheviks anymore, of Martovs and of 
Tseretelis or even for Plekhanovs and Kautchys. Ask 
100 random proletarians and no one will know them. 
But ask these 100 random proletarians if they know 
Lenin and Stalin and most of them will nod their heads. 
If someone were to ask the same thing 110 years ago, 
it would be the opposite. The fame of the Martovs, of 
Plekhanovs e.t.c lasted for a decade or two, the fame of 
the Stalins and Lenins for a century. 


Address by Platon Stafa 


Hello Comrades! I am very happy you are here today 
and I think I speak for every MAC member when I say 
that your presence is very encouraging and important. 
Today also by coincidence is we have reached 8.000 
members which only serves to solidify the points that I 
will make. I want 

to say that now we can see that with hard work, correct 
lines, Marxist understanding, and unbreakable spirit we 
can achieve a lot! Our group despite the constant 
fighting it has faced from so-called "comrades" of ours, 
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that surely serve the proletariat and the proletariat only 
has grown and is strong. Multiple people doubted our 
success (because are speaking about success here) even 
we have doubted ourselves sometimes, but after all, 
here we are proven correct. Today the world faces great 
problems and our cause great pressure but we can see 
before our eyes imperialism collapsing and it is our duty 
as principled communists to fill the void that will be 
created, and we must propagandize this in every way 
possible.

Closing address by Lazar Kokkinos 


We are entering a new phase in history, since in the 
last 10 years imperialism has once again entered 
decline. 

Long gone are the days of the uncontested imperialism 
and massive socialist and anti-imperialist collapse that 
we saw in the late 80s, the 90s, and the OOs. At the 
same 
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time we see some very critical developments in anti- 
imperialism, such as very decisive victories for it 
(Afghanistan, Syria, Belarus, Peru, etc.), and the 
formation of a broader, globe-spanning anti-imperialist 
coalition officialized in organizations such as the Group 
of Friends in Defense of the Charter of the United 
Nations. 

Now is a critical moment, with many developments 
likely coming soon. The "Cold War" peace of the post- 
WW2 era seems to be coming to a close, and we could 
very well see a new global-scale conflict. 

What is of concern to me personally is that many of the 
anti-imperialist struggles today are led by national 
bourgeoisie forces. While an anti-imperialist is an anti- 
imperialist, and we follow this principle in practice 
through our moral support of for example the Taliban, 
itself a national- and petit-bourgeoisie formation, and 
the Russian Federation, a national-bourgeoisie state, 
this concerns me for two reasons: 1. While a defeat of 
imperialism today is great, the fact that these are 
bourgeois forces means eventually our work will be 
harder than if they were communist forces, and 2. It 
means the communists and the proletariat are not the 
carriers of the banner of national liberation they once 
were anymore. 

Why this happened is a discussion for another day. Our 
duty, comrades, in this currently 

unfolding era, is to once again become the bearers of the 
banner of national liberation. National liberation is still 
very much relevant and is once again being brought to 
the forefront now that imperialism is in decline. We 
must 


wage a relentless struggle to once again earn the respect 
of the imperialized and oppressed nations of the world, 
as well as generally the various progressive, nationalist- 
and patriotic-minded people in our countries, and 
hence put us and the proletariat we represent back into 
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the very important role of being the global holders of the 
banner of national liberation in the age of still-existing 
imperialism. 

In a few words, we must 

struggle to earn back this banner from the hands of the 
national bourgeoisie, who currently seem to lead the 
global struggle. We will still support liberation struggles 
led by the national bourgeoisie. This is a prerequisite for 
us to gain back the trust and loyalty of the proletariat 
and the oppressed nations. But we must start being 
champions of the national liberation struggle ourselves 
too, and hopefully one day we may become the leading 
voices of it again. We must work tirelessly to make 
communists relevant in an era where the national 
bourgeoisie dominates the arena of national liberation. 
Thus, despite being a mutli-national organization, we 
must work tirelessly to expand our influence within our 
own countries. Such an aim (to establish country- 
specific parties eventually) is already described in the 
statutes, but the importance of this must not be 
understated or underestimated. We must wage war on 
a national- and state-level above all and earn the trust 
of 

the masses of our nations and countries first and 
foremost. In the instance of the Greek nation, which I 
belong to, I see it as the utmost duty of communists to 
wage a struggle for the liberation of the Greek people 
from NATO military occupation and the puppetry of 
finance capital. 


Oftentimes in places like Europe and generally the 
imperialist core or imperialist periphery countries, our 
local parties may not cut it, due to decades of stagnation 
and decay in the communist movements. In such a case 
we must form our own movements. Whatever the case, 


we must promote the most radical and most 
revolutionary lines with the struggle of national 
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liberation always at the forefront, and this will lead us 
down a path of success. 


Finally, I want to say that I believe the mods should, 
under their own initiative, but also with the MAC’s 
encouragement, take a more active role in this process. 


We need all the help we can get, and the mods should 
not underestimate their role, and we should find ways to 
incorporate their help into this fight. The mods should 
be the first people to offer help whenever and if we need 
it. 


To our mod comrades: I call on you to step forward and 
undertake such duties. 


The congress took place in 11 of September 2021, 15:
